The president expresses the view 
that the report is of capital impor­ 
tance because of the effort now being 
made to secure such enlargement of 
the scope of tho Interstate commerce 
commission as will 
confer upon it 
power to meet the demonstrated needs 
of the situation. 
The facts In the re­ 
port, he declares, are for the most 
part not disputed. 
That the Standard 
Oil company has benefitted enormous­ 
ly up almost to the present moment 
by secret rates, many of which were 
clearly unlawful, the president says 
tile report clearly shows, the benefit 
thereby secured amounting to at least 
$750,UUU a year. 
On this subject he 
say arr*- 
* 
“This $760,000 represents the profit 
that the Standard Oil company ob 
tains at the expense of the railroads; 
but of course the ultimate result is 
that it obtains a much larger profit at 
Hie expense of the public. 
A very 
striking result of the investigation has 
been that shortly after the discovery 
of these secret rates by the commis­ 
sioner of corporations the major por­ 
tion of them were promptly corrected 
by the railroads, so that most of them 
nave now' been done away with. This 
immediate correction, partial or com­ 
plete, of the evil of the secret rates, is 
of course an 
acknowledgment 
that 
they were wrong and yet were perse­ 
vered in until exposed.” 


Will Institute Prosecutions. 
The statement is added that the de­ 
partment of justice will take up the 
question of instituting prosecutions iii 
at least certain of the cases and the 
hope is expressed that congress will 
enact into law the bill uf iie naiur Knox 
to correct the construction of the im­ 
munity provision rendered in Judge 
Humphrey’s decision. 
Continuing, the 
president says:

Direction of A ffairs in San Francisco 


W ill Soon Be Retsored. 


San Francisco, May 5.— With the in­ 
creasing number of daily dismissals of 
its sub-committees, the general munici­ 
pal committee will doubtless soon pass 
out of existence, and tile direction of 
the affairs of the city will be restored 
to the regularly 
constituted officials. 
Many of the subordinate bodies have 
reported their labors completed and 
have been relieved from further duty. 
When the general committee finally 
adjourns there will remain of the va­ 
rious organizations that were formed 
immediately following the days of the 
disaster, only the com m ittee on recon 
struct ion and the finance committee. 
The fore*' of state militia on duty 
here is being 
gradually diminished, 
and those of the regular soldiers who 
are not engaged in assisting in relief 
work are doing simple patrol duty. 
There lam been no perceptible dimi­ 
nution in the number 
of persons ap­ 
plying for free transportation to points 
outside of the city and state, and de­ 
spite measures taken to prevent un­ 
worthy persons from profiting by the 
generosity of the 
railroads, it is be­ 
lieved that 
this privilege 
lias been 
abused. 
Tile railways have perfected their 
plans for the removal of debris on a 
large 
scale. 
They 
estimate 
that 
there 
are 
9,000,000 cubic 
yards 
of 
waste to remove and have arranged 
for an elaborate system of bunkers to 
he connected 
with the spur 
tracks. 
The wagon 
hauls to these 
hunkers 
will average two blocks. 
The San Francisco clearing house 
has received a report from its execu­ 
tive committee, which was adopted. A 
portion of the report read as follows:
